SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Dear  Bishop  and  Brethren: 

It  is  with  positive  joy  that  I  submit 
this;  my  second  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of 
the  Atlantic  Mission  Conference.  I  rejoice, 
first,  because  of  the  continued  goodness  of 
God  towards  us,  and,  second,  I  rejoice  in  a 
blessed  sense  of  my  personal  t>alvation  and 
the  aoidine,  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  my  soul. 

I  also  feel  glad  that  as  I  stand  before 
you  I  can  report  accelerating  progress,  along 
nearly  all  the  lines  of  our  endeavor,  in- 
stead of  h  iving  to  tax  my  brains  to  fabricate 
excuses  to  whiteiaash  failures  caused  by  our 
own  indolence  and  unfaithfuliess. 

Along  the  line  of  soul-saving  this  has 
been  a  glorious  year.  Last  Conference  found 
us  in  the  midst  of  a  glorious  revival,  and  we 
begun  this  year  with  the  victor's  shout  and 
the  conqueror's  stride  and  have  been  raising 
the  banner  nigher  each  month  up  to  this  pre- 
sent time.  As  a  result,  more  tnan  a  thousand 
soul-s  have  been  saved  and  sanctified  at  our 
altars  and  more  thun  five  hundred  members  hav< 
been  added  to  tne  Church.  To  God  be  all  the 
glory,  through  Jesus  our  Lord. 

V»9  have  this  year  also  begun  a  campaign 
of  chnrch  building.  One  excellent  church  has 
b^en  coLJi^leted  free  of  debt  at  Parmele,  Pitt 
County,  and  two  others  are  in  process  of 


spQCtinn  on  the  Parmele  Charge.  One  has  been 
built  at  a  cost  of  ij.600  at  Morehead  Cixy. 
Several  others  are  in  process  of  erection.  One 
at  Elizabeth  City,  two  on  the  Winfall  Circuit, 
one  on  the  Kov/lands  circuit  with  others  tnat 
will  be  b^gun  this  fall,  I  will  speak  more 
pcirticularly  of  all  these  as  I  discuss  the 
work  of  the  charges  separately, 

I  desire  to  sa  to  you,  Bishop,  that  I 
do  not  believe  that  God  ever  gave  any  Pre- 
siding Slder  a  more  consecrated,  loyal,  loving 
energetic  self-s:icrif icing  quota  of  men  than 
are  to  be  found  in  the  Atlantic  I&st>ion  Con- 
ference, They  are  Cv^ntented.  Not  a  roan  of 
theaj  has  troubled  by  coniplaining  of  his  lot. 
I  love  them.  I  believe  they  love  me,  I  know 
they  iove  each  other.  We  all  love  our  bles,-=ed 
Christ  and  the  Old  Methodist  iilpiscopal  Church. 

And  I  must  say  as  much  for  th  ;  noble  band 
of  laymen  who  stand  by   us  in  this  war.  You 
have  richer  men  in  Methodism  than  these;  more 
men  of  more  talent  and.  who  have  access  to 
betoer  literaiy  adsantages  but  I  seriously 
doubt  whether  you  have  many  who  travel  the 
path  of  prayer  more  faithfully,  or  who  more 
readily  do  what  they  can  to  aid  us  in  the  con- 
flict. The  harmony  which  prevails  among  the 
preachers  extends  to  the  people  so  that  we 
can  truthfully  say,  "In  the  unity  of  the 
Spirit,  we  are  growing  up  in  Him  who  is  our 
Lord  and  Master  even  Jesus  Christ  whom  we 
love." 

Our  educational  work  is  not  dveloping  as 
well  as  we  could  wish.  3oii»e  local  causes 
at  the  seat  of  our  Academy  seen*  to  call  for 
some  special  action  by   this  Conference.  This 
will,  however,  come  before  us  at  a  later- 
period  in  its  appropriate  form.  Still,  o -r 
school  has  done  fairly  well,   He  enrolled  98 


^Aipils  last  y^-d.T   and  the  prospect  is  good  for 
us  to  exceed  that  number  this  ysar, 

I  ".¥ill  novv  say,  that  being  sonewhat 
acquainted  with  the  power  and  import  of  words, 
I  expect  10  evoke  criticism  by  what  I  shall 
now  say.  I  believe  that  our  success  in 
organizing  n-iw  churches  is  due  largely  to  the 
fact  that  we  are  the  only  church  in  this  sec- 
tion that  insists  on  a  converted  membership 
or  that  opposes  the  popular  amusements  of  the 
day.   f.e  find  the  people  hungering  for  the 
pure  gospel  of  an  all  sufficient  Saviour.  We 
preach  the  fulness  of  salvation  and  insist 
that  our  ,-eople  seek  Jesus  in  his  saving  and 
sanctifying  grace. 

THE  CHARGES 

AVON.  -  This  is  a  sea  girt  circuit.  It  lies 
on  an  island  some  5U  miles  from  the  i..ain-land. 
It  is  a  good  charge,  has  thre'i;  splendid 
churches  and  a  parsonage  with  eight  acres  of 
land.  This  as  a  self  supporting  charge.  It 
has  not  enjoyed  as  much  prosperity  as  some 
oth.rii  from  the  fact  that  the  pastor.  Brother 
Stevenson  was  forced,  on  account  of  sickness 
to  give  up  the  charge  in  the  midrae  of  the 
year.  Since  that  time  I  liave  supplied  it 
with  Brother  Smith,  a  local  preacher  and  one 
of  the  sweetest  spirited  young  men  I  ever  saw. 
He  has  been  sick  part  of  the  time  but  has 
done  some  good  work  in  bringing  the  charge 
back  to  normal  condition. 

3SAUK0RT.  -  Leolan  Jackson  vas  appointed  to 
this  charge  but  our  growing  interests  re- 
quired his  assistance  in  another  pi  ice.  S^ 
I  removed  him  and  placed  Brother  Chappell  on 
the  circuit.  Later,  I  removed  Brother  Chappell 
to  another  newly  organized  field  and  put. 
Brother  u.oore,  a  student  in  0rahaa  Academy  in 
charge.  The  circuit  has  roade  some  progress. 


CHOWiiN.  -  This  charge  does  not  ape-ear  in  /our 
list.  It  has  be=2n  recently  opened.  This  is 
the  place  to  which  I  transferred  Brother 
Chappell.  It  is  one  ofi  our  encouraging  open- 
ings. 3ro.  Ctiappeli  has  received  seventy- two 
members  since  going  there  two  months  ago. 

BETHLEHEM.  -  This  is  one  of  our  oldest  charges. 
It  has  h:3.d  for  its  pastor  Brother  Sisk,  who  is 
also  Principal  of  our  school.  Influences  over 
which  neither  he  nor  the  church  have  been  able 
to  gain  ascendency  have  prevented  the  usual 
success  in  both  church  and  school.  Neverthe- 
less, a  faithful  years*  wark  has  been  done  with 
some  visible  results, 

ELIZABKi'H  CITY.  -  Brother  Hunter  has  supplied 
this  work  this  year.  This  is  a  town  of  9uuO 
inhabitants  and  as  we  opened  our  work  in  the 
heart  of  the  city  and  on  Main  street,  it  has 
been  rather  hard,  up-iiill  work.  But,  under  the 
Pastor's  faithful  labors  our  membership  has 
increased  15u  per  cent,  a  good  Stinday-school 
of  7o  students  has  been  gathered  and  a  splendid 
church,  after  plan  No.  67  of  the  Price  catc^- 
logue,  is  being  erected  in  the  best  portion  of 
tne  city. 

GOLDSBORO.  -  Hhis  is  the  name  for  the  work  of 
our  Conference  Evangelist,  Bro.  Levister.   He 
has  organized  one  circuit,  Parmele,  with  over 
150  members,  and  h.x^   begun  the  pr:;Coion  of  three 
church^sm  one  of  which  has  been  completed. 

MOKEHEriD  CITY.  -  This  is  a  peculiar  charge, 
in  that,  under  Bro.  Davis »  management,  a  re- 
vival is  continually  in  progress.  A  success- 
ful year's  work  has  been  done,  as  the  com- 
modious church  in  this  town  will  prove. 

OCRACOKE.  -  In  some  respects  this  is  our  lead- 
ing charge.  Brother  Growder  has  contributed 
largely  to  itt.  success.  He  has  the  best  Sun- 
day-school in  our  mission.  The  membership  has 
about  doubled  iu  two  years;  65  have  been  added 
this  year. 


PATES.  -  This  is  one  of  our  Indian  charges. 
Brother  Hardy  has  braved  the  situation  this 
year,  and  captured  some  75  warriors  for  the 
church. 

ROWLANDS.  -  is  another  Indian  charge.  Bro. 
^'vhite  has  done  well.  Fifteen  have  be^n  add- 
ed to  the  church. 

RICHMOND.  -  We  have  nothing  on  this  charge. 

SWANSBOEO.  -  This  is  an  extremely  difficult 
charge.  Brother  Usrey  is  its  present  pastor. 
He  was  put  in  charge  at  the  beginning  of  the 
4th  quarter. 

yi(TLDI/»OOD.  is  also  a  weak  charge.  Brother  Usrey 
was  appointed  here  at  last  Conference.  He  has 
worked  faithfully. 

WINFALL  is  one  of  our  best.  Great  success  has 
been  achieved  on  the  charge  this  year.  Some 
over  6u  jnembers  have  been  add  id  to  the  church. 

Bishop,  I  have  merely  glanced  over  ohe 
field,  ytach   more  could  be  said  but,  with  your 
permission  I  prefer  to  allow  the  brethern  to 
render  extended  reports  of  the  work  done. 

I  am  sure  that  our  morning  dawneth.   I 
expect  to  see  two  thousand  souls  receive  Christ 
this  year  and  am  confidently  expecting  to  pre- 
sent the  Church  with  a  thousand  new  members 
about  Oct.  1st,  1899.
